I 
Whispering-s are heard thatt he coun- \ 
ty ou^ht to be the purchaser of some I 
of the coal lands that are being gob- 
bled up by different corporations 
and that a company ought to be 
formed and build an electric line to 
the mines. 

Everybody is growling at the high 
price, and it looks pretty tough that 
coal cannot be huidled here at a 
much loWbr price, as we are so elbae 
to the mines. 

As to the cause of the price being 
at the present figure, wise ones have 
figured it out, but a.s to their theo- 
ries being correct ' we cai^not snr, 
^ome say that the r«ilcoad^coin)Mnies 
eannlit furnish cars enoogii— others 
that they wiH not-^nother that the 
mine owners just want more money 
for their output, while coal dealers 
occasionally get their share of the 
blame, with the opinion tacked on 
that they are the ones to be benefit- 
ed by the advance. 

We know there is nothing in the 
latter assertion and have our doubts 
about the others, but the conditions 
remain and have to be mt t. How 
it is to be done ought to be decided 
on, and that right soon.

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Editor Kentuckian:— 

At the Kentucky State Banker's 
Association held in Louisville. Ky., 
Oct, 10th, 1906, Hon. John W. Barr. 
Jr., delivered an address on "Taxa- 
tion." It is a clear and unbaised 
discussion of our system of Taxa- 
tion, as it affects all Financial Insti 
tutions of the State, with some 
remedial suggestions. 

The address has been published in 
Phamphlet form and can be gotten 
from Isham Bridges, Secretary of 
the Association, and should be read 
by every voter in the State. I am 
sure your readers would be interest- 
ed in the following extracts from 
thataddreps. After showing how 
the present system of taxation in 
Kentucky works a hardship on the 
Banks when compared with other 
classes of property, or business, he 
said: 

'An examination of the records 
discloses the mortifying truth that 
with the enormous general prosper- 
ity of the past few years, the num- 
ber of Banks in this city was 30 per 
cent, less in 1905 than in 1890. From 
a recent visit and investigation the 
fact has been ascertained that with- 
in the same period the number of 
financial institutions in Pittsburgh 
havct,piore than doubled. 

The effect 9f our dinUniahed bank- 
ing capital and increased deposits 

IS been twofold. 

(a) The Banks have less ability 
to lend to the increasing needs of the 
business communities, frequently 
resulting in our local merchants and 
manufacturers being compelled to 
seek necessary funds in other States. 

(b) The depositors have less se- 
curity for their deposits from whii'h 
a tendency to destroy confidence 
may arise. 

It IS well to remember that the 
privileges granted to National Banks 
are alike in all States. Their au 
thority to organize is derived from 
the Federal Statutes. In the mat; 
ter of taxes, however, National 
i Banks are.subject to the laws of the 
State in which they are located, 
provided always that taxation is im^

posed on the shares of stock, and 
there is no discrimination against 
National Banks as con^jiared with 
other financial institutions. Com- 
pare, then, the amount (,f annual 
.taxes which would face prospective 
organizers of a National I'ank with 
a capital of a million, and a surplus 
of a like amount, debating whether 
to locate in Philadelphia, Baltimore 
or Louisville. An examination 
would be prohibitory to Louisville's 
selection. The approximate re- 
sults would be: 

In Baltimore, annual taxes... $6;(K)0 
In Philadelphia, " 8,000 
In Louisville, " ". .$35,000 

(In Hopkinsville, where the Banks 
are assessed at full value of capital, 
surplus and profits, instead of at 70 
per cent, as in other cities, the 
amount would be $50,000.) 
The extent to which such institu- 
ons in other States are encouraged 
and strengthened is strikingly illus- 
trated in the Union Trust Company 
f Pittsburgh, capitalized at $1,500,- 
OOO and a surplus of $22,000,000, and 
with a total tax of $15,000, or 1 per 
cent, on its capital of $1,500,000 and 
nothing on its surplus. In Louis- 
ville, where this Company located, 
the taxes would be approximately 
$400,000 a year. Think of it! Twen- 
ty-six times, or 2,600 per cent, 
greater! 

Is it then strange that Pennsylva- 
nia is one of the most progressive 
and prosperous States in the Union? 

It is not Pennsylvania alone that 
has grown prosperous— due in a 
large measure to a just and intelli- 
gent system of Revenue Laws. In 
Maryland an ideal condition was 
developed so that the increase of 
revenue to the State was phenom e- 
nal and at the same time the onus of 
taxation to the individual and prop- 
erty was correspondingly reduced. 

All assessors agree that personal 
property is the most elusive and dif- 
ficult to reach. As a rule they fur- 
ther agree that human nature is 
such that when the system of taxa- 
tion in effect demands the greater 
portion of the annual income, that 
the aggregate personal property 
listed for taxation steadily diminish- 

I, with the consequent result of a 
decreasing revenue to the Govern- 
ment. 

Maryland, realizing this charac- 
teristic of mankind, and having be 
fore it the unpleasant condition of 
diminishing income derived from 
personal proiuTty, wi-iely looked for 
the cause of tronlil.', .iiid having 
found it. proceeded to (•nl'oree it by 
appropriate Revenue Laws. The 
results were far beyond tiieir antiei- 
pation.

Th« difficulty arose with the an 
ment of personal property, 
natural result followed; holders of 
real and personal property were dis- 
grunted because the income, after 
payment of taxes, was often less 
than 60 per cent, of the total, 
Holders of realty were disfnintled, 
because the valuation on real prop- 
erty was raised in order to, in part, 
make good the loss of revenue from 
personalty. The States and cities 
were dissatisfied because of the de- 
creasing revenue. 

A plan was adopted whieh pr.A ed 
ideal- all dissatisfieil parties became 
satisfied. At the period referred to, 
the rate in I5altimore was $l..')(j on 
the $100 /or realty and personalty 
alike. The assessment for personal- 
ty W88 then approximately six mil- 
lion and the revenue $90,000. Un- 
der changed conditions, brought 
about by more intelligent and just 
Revenue Laws, the rate on personal- 
ty was reduced to 30c on the $100, 
the assessment increased to $100,- 
000,000 and the City Revenue to 
$300,000. Other illustrations could 
be given, but these are sufficient. 

In ancient times nations strove for 
Military supremacy. In modern 
times the goal is Commercial supre- 
macy. This struggle is not confined 
to nations, but extends to the vari- 
ous States of the Union. History 
records the fact that those States 
which had dealt most justly with its 
citizens and their property enjoyed 
the greatest material prosperity. 

And it is well for all to remember, 
merchants, legislators, and bankers 
alike, that the very life blood of 
Commercial and State supremacy 
is in a large meaisure supported and 
maintained by the Banking Institu- 
tions of the State in which they are 
situated. 

Therefore to tax such Institutions 
beyond their deserts tends to seri- 
ously impair the foundation of the 
State and City Commercial prosperi- 
ty. 

Having before us these facts— so 
manifestly unfavorable^what' is to 
be done? What is the remedy?' 

A careful study of our laws re- 
veals the unfortunate sitiiation that 
no permanent justice can be done to 
farmers, merchants, ahd Batiking 
Institutions until an amendment! to 
our Constitution has been adopted. 

The difficulty lies in that portion 
of Section No. 171 of the Constitu- 
tion, which is in words as follow,*: 
"Taxes shall be levied and collected 
for public purposes only. They shall 
be UNIFORM upon all property 
subject to taxation within the terri- 
torial limits of the authority levying 
the tax, and all taxes shall be levied 
and collected by general laws." 

It is a reflection on the intelligence 
of this State to assume that tax laws 
should be so infiexible as to require 
the present Section No. 171 of the 
Constitution. 

Already the want of wisdom from 
its insertion in our fundamental law 
has become patent. Times, circum- 
stances and conditions may and have 
changed, and what wiser provision 
could be made than to have laws 
proposed and enacted by those whose 
duty it is to support and live under 
them? 

The last session of our Legislature 
recognized this, and to that body 
was presented an amendment 
Section No. 171 of the Constitution 
which permitted of greater freedom 
in future revenue acts. This amend- 
ment, after its passage in the Senate 
by a five-sixth vote, failed of passage 
in the House. Its passage had been 
requested by a majority of the 
House, and through a most unfortu- 
nate combination of circumstances, 
at the end of the session, no vote 
was taken. 

As from time immemorial there 
has been no more perplexing ques- 
tion than taxation, so it is, that fair, 
just and reasonable • laws, alike to 
State and persons (whether individ- 
ual or corporate) are enacted only 
after long, candid, and intelligent 
discussion. 

In a question of such perplexity, 
where it is necessary to have the 
preliminary approval of the Legisla- 
ture for authority to Vnake the 
change, aud the subsequent approval 
of the State as evidenced by a vote 
of its people, results will come alone 
from an unanswering purpose and 
from a free and convincing state- 
ment of facts. ' Nothing is to be 
gained from silence. Take into you r 
j confidence your neigbbbrs, friends, 
and associates, be th«y stockholders. 
! df iiositors or borrowers. Kven take 
I into your full confidence the A-sses- 
sors. They are honorable men. 
I Si)r"ftd till' i':i i-:ui.! the justie

Aeronautic Featnres of the 
Jamestown Exposition. 

Norfolk, Va. Nov. 12. -Visitors to 
the Jameatown Exposition next year 
will witness one of the greatest aero- 
nautic exhibits ever got together at 
any one time in the United States. 
It will consist of the exhibit of air- 
ships, balloons, wind wagons, and 
other aeronautic apparatus; demon- 
strations, indoor :ind out door, and ] 
various experiments by tho best 
known experts in the world. Some : 
of the airships that made tho (inst i 
successful aerial trips will be shown 
and an opportunity will be giver, to , 
compare them witii the latest type.s, 
which will be displayed extensively. 

Exhibitions by professional and 
amateur aeronauts will occur daily 
and contests among both will be one 
of the features. Probably the most 
scientific work will be the aeroplane 
experiments. 

The first step toward having aero- 
nautical work at the exposition was 
taken when the Board of Governors 
endorsed the proposition of Mr. 
AugustuaJPost and Mr. J. E. McCoy, 
prominent members of the Aero Club 
of America, to pet together a ireneral 
committee from the Expnsition, the 
Aero Club and the War Department, 
to take up the subject and formulate 
plans for a great exhibition. 

As a result of this action by the 
governors, letters were sent to many 
of the most prominent aeronauts of 
this country and those interested in 
the science, asking them to serve on 
the general committee and to meet 
at the Hotel Astor, New York City, 
on Wednesday evening, November 
14th, to map out the work. 

Mr. Post [and Mr. McCoy visited 
Norfolk where they spent some time 
in conference with the Exposition 
officials. 

The results were satisfactory and 
the board of governors promised all 
the aid possible in making the aero- 
nautic feature a great success: . 

In speakieg of the subject, Mr. 
Post said: We expect to have a great 
exhibition at the Exposition and some 
of the most noted aeronauts in the 
vorld will take part. We will have 
■xhibits, demonstrations and a con- 
gress, at which papers and reports 
ill be presented and discussed. 
The exhibits will embrace some of 
the apparatus that was used by tin ', 
foremost aeronauts in the world j 
they made wonderful aseen- ; 
sions. Among these will be the 
balloon in which Lieut. Lahm. re- 
cently won the Gordon-Bennett cup 
at the contest in Paris, Langley's 
large machine, in which he exptr- 
mented on the Potomac, the Original 
California Arrow, the first ship that 
Hew successfully in the;United States, 
the air ship in which Santos Dumont 
sailed around the Effel tower, special 
kite balloons, to be sent over by 
Germany and the Gordon-Bennett I 
cup was won by Lieut. Lahm. 

The demonstrations will consist of I 
individual flights by professional^ • 
"ormances by amateurs in rai.sirg 
hips and bal'oons; contests among 
|ir(ifessionals and amateurs for cups, 
races with wind wagons drawn by 
air ships and aerial propeller boats, 
the latest development in this science. 

Amateurs will make ascents and 
try for records," 

The jgeneral committee will meet 
at the Hotel Astor, New York city, 1 
on Wednesday evening, November 
14th, and at that time the plans for ' 
next year's work will be formulated. 

Ihe committee will be divided up 
into sub-committees, each of which 
will have special duties to i jok after. 

The general committee will make ' 
tlie rules to govern the various con- 
tests and exhibitions, and the mem- 
^r.s will be the judges. 
It is expected that many of the 
most famous aeronauts in the world 
will participate in the demonstrat- 
The French, English and 
German Clubs have already signified 
their intention to enter the contests 
and exhibit their ships with tho.-)e of 
American Club.

The second empire was another 
brilliant page in the history of "the 
ilaughters of the regiment." Mme. 
Cros of the foot chasseurs of the 
Uuard was decorated on the field of 
Solferino by the emperor's own hand, 
and the cantlnlerea of the First Zou- 
aves, the Thirty-fourth regiment, and 
Dragoons all received 
the campaigns of 1861 
and 1861. 

In the "Torrlblo Year" Mme. Saurln 
of the Third Zouaves made herself fa- 
mous by killing with her own hand a 
German olBcer who attempted her 
capture. She was badly wounded at 
Strasbourg, but lived to serve in the 
trying Algerian campaign of 1871. But 
the cantinieres of '70 will Uve in his- 
tory rather for the tender, womanly 
devotion with which they tended the 
wounded under Are, than for deeds of 
savage and unfemlnine bravery which 
characterized the exploits of their pre- 
decessors.
